The  Essex  Judgeship. 

Governor  A  bln* it,  on  Tuesday,  nominated 
Andrew  Kirkpatrick,  Ksq..  to  be  Judge  of 
Essex  Court  ol  Common  Pleas  in  the  place 
of  Judge  McCarter,  Whose  term  will  expire 
iu  April.  Mr.  Kirkpatrick  is  a  well  known 
lawyer  of  Newark,  who  enjoys  the  confi¬ 
dence  of  the  Essex  Bar,  and  the  respect 
oftfhe  community,  and  his  appointment  has 
been  received  with  general f  satisfaction. 

Judge  McCarter  has  filled  the  position  for 
the  last  six  years,  and  during  that  time  has 
been  distinguished  lor  his  vigorous  efforts 
to  punish  and  repress  crime  in  the  county. 

His  administration  of  the  office  has  been,  in 
the  main,  satisfactory,  and  his  reappoint

The  Township  Committee. 

|The*  Township  Committee  havfc  nearly  finr 
ished  their  work  for  the  current  year,  and 
the  Other  officers  are -engaged  in  the  prepar¬ 
ation  of  their  reports  to  be  submitted  to  the 
taxpayers  at  their  annual  meeting  in  March, 

The  record  of  the  year  has  been  one  of  sub¬ 
stantial  progress  as  the  report  will  show. 

The  taxes  have  been  collected  with  prompt- 
ne>s,  and  a  smaller  percentage  remains  un4 
collected  than  went  into  arrears  in  1883, 
while  the  sums  collected  from  arrears  of 
taxes  for  previous  years  is  larger  than  usual. 

This  lias  enabled  the  Committee  to  reduce 
the  outstanding  obligations  of  the  towuship 
to  ihenluwest  figure  which  has  been  reached 
sincO  1877,  and  the  township  is  practically 
out  of  debt,  while  it  still  has  valuable  assets 
in  its  liens  upon  property  for  such  taxes  as 
are  still  unpaid.

I  the  land,  but  so  too  are  natural  per- 
sola  The  sovereign  power  may  in  some 
J  instances  properly  interfere  with  the  busi- 
I  ness  of  corporations,  but  so  also  may  ft 
sometimes  rightly  regulate  the  business 
of  individuals. 

The  instances  where  interference  is  just 
in  either  case  will  be  found  to  vary  but 
little. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the- Legislature  when 
called  upon  to  remedy  alleged  abuses  of 
corporate  power  to  calmly  determine  three 
things  :  First,  does  an  abuse  in  fact  exist; 
second,  is  it  an  abuse  that  calls  for  legis 
lative  remedy  ;  third,  what  is  the  proper 
remedy  for  the  evil. 

The  answer  to  the  first  and  second  ques 
lions  will  be  found  in  the  answer  to  this 
question:  Would  a  similar  abuse  of  power 
by  an  individual  be  an  evil  that  would 
just fv  legislative  interference?  In  answer¬ 
ing  the  third  the  Legislature  should  seek  for 
the  natural  remedy  and  apply  that. 

The  natural  remedy  is  that  provided  by 
the  law  of  trade,  for  corporations  are  gov 
erned  by  these  laws,  and  especially  by  that 
of  i  supply  and  demand,  and  when  unob¬ 
structed  they  will  tend  to  remedy  many  real 
abuses. 

This  brings  us  to  the  propositions  already 
stated,  that  all  laws  intended  to  remedj 
abuses  of  corporate  power  should  be,auxil 
liary  to  the  laws  of  trade,  and  so  framed  as 
to  aid  their  operation. 

The  nature  of  these  laws  and  their  opera 
tion  are  familiir  to  all  except,  perhaps,  our 
legislators. 

They  are  universal,  inexorable  and  just ; 
they  are  the  great  remedial  forces  that  cure 
all  evils  and  smooth  out  all  inequalities,  and 
when  unobstructed,  secure  eqnally  to  labor 
and  capital  their  just  returns. 

To  these  laws  should  be  left  the  cure  of 
all  abuses  of  corporate  power,  and  legislative 
interference  should  be  confined  to  the  re 
tuoval  of  restrictions  upon  their  operation. 

Take,  for  example,  the  chief  complaint 
against  rajldoad- management  to-day,  that  by 
iverting  freight  from  or.e  line  to,  another 
transportation  is  delayed,  to  the  damage  of 
^he  shipper. 

The  cause  of  this  evil  is  what  is  called  the 
fooling  arrangement  between  railroads
